IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claim 67, line 1, before phrase "oocyte" has been inserted — bovine — . 

Claim 67, line 3, before phrase "oocytes" has been inserted —bovine — . 

Claim 67, line 7, phrase "a sugar, bovine serum and a macromolecule" has been replaced 
by — 0.4 M trehalose, 20% bovine serum and 5% polyvinylpyrrolidone — . 

Claims 72-76, 82 and 90 have been canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants arguments filed 10/29/2004 have been fully considered and found persuasive 
as drawn to improved results for survival, cleavage, blastocyst formation of bovine oocyte 
vitrified accordingly to the applicants' method in comparison with the cited prior art. The prior 
art of record neither teaches nor suggests a method for cryopreservation of bovine oocyte as 
presently claimed.
